Amongst many other books, but it is 
important that the Muslim knows of some 
of the books in Aqeedah by the early 
generations. Whilst they contain the same 
content, these are more classical and 
closer to the era of Prophethood. It is 
important that the Muslim becomes 
acquainted with those books, so he can be 
tranquil about the truthfulness of this 
creed and its soundness. 


We have in front of us three beautiful 
treatises written by giants from the early 
scholars of Islam. They clarify in these 
short treatises the creed of the golden 
early three generations referred to as the 
“Salaf”.

That is 
why Imam Malik says:

He is the great scholar, al-Imam, al-Hafidh 
Abdullah bin Zubayr bin ‘Eisa al-Humaydi, 
known as the compiler of the ‘Musnad’. 


His teachers: 


He had many teachers and from the most 
well-known of them is: Fudayl bin Iyyad, 
Sufyan bin Uyainah, Wakee’ bin Jarrah, 
ash-Shafi’ee and Ibrahim bin Sa’ad. 


His students: 


His students were in the hundreds and 
thousands but some of the most well- 
known of students are: Imam al-Bukhari, 
Muhammad adh-Dhuhli, Ya’qub al-Fasawi, 
Abu Zur’ah ar-Raazi, Abu Hatim ar-Raazi, 
Ya’qub bin Shaybah.

Humaydi, he had memorised from Sufyan

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It was narrated to us by Bishr bin Musa 
who said: It was narrated to us from al- 
Humaydi that he said: 


The sunnah with us is that a man believes 
in the Qadr [pre-decree], its good and its 
bad, its sweet and its bitter. And that he 
knows what afflicted him was never going 
to miss him, and what missed him was 
never going to afflict him, and that all of it 
is from the decree of Allah. & 


And that Iman is speech and action, it 
increases and decreases. No speech will 
benefit without action, and no action and 
speech will [benefit] without intention, 
and no action, speech and intention will 
[benefit] except upon the Sunnah.

We were not commanded® except to seek 
forgiveness for them, so whoever insults 
them or belittles them, be it even one of 
them then he is not upon the Sunnah, and 
he does not have any right in the [war] 
booty. 


We were informed this by more than one 
[individual] from Malik bin Anas that he 
said: 


“Allah dê distributed the booty, He said: 


(In one copy it says: “He will not believe..” 
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“(And there is also a share in this booty) for the 
poor emigrants, who were expelled from their 
homes and their property, seeking Bounties 
from Allah and to please Him. And helping 
Allah (i.e. helping His religion) and His 
Messenger. Those are the truthful.” [al-Hashr: 
8] 


Then He 2& said: 


“And [also for] those who were settled in al- 
Madinah and [adopted] the faith before them. 
They love those who emigrated to them and 
have no jealousy in their breasts for that which 
they have been given (from the booty of Bani 
An-Nadir), and give them (emigrants) 
preference over themselves, even though they 
were in need of that. And whoever is protected 
from the stinginess of his soul - it is those who 
will be the successful.” [al-Hashr: 9] 


So, whoever does not do this for them [i.e. 
seeking forgiveness] then he is not from 
amongst those that receive any booty.

“The Qur’an is the speech of Allah, and 
whoever says it is created then he is an 
innovator. We haven’t ever heard anyone 
say this [before].” 


I also heard Sufyan say: 


“Iman is speech and action; it increases 
and decreases.” So, his brother Ibrahim bin 
‘Uyainah said: “O Abu Muhammad, don’t 
say it decreases” so he became angry and 
said: “Be quiet O Child! In fact [it 
decreases] up until nothing remains.” 


To affirm the seeing [of Allah] after death. 


Everything that the Qur’an and Sunnah has 
mentioned like: 


“The Jews say: "Allah's Hand is tied up (i.e. 
He does not give and spend of His Bounty)." 
Be their hands tied up...” [al-Maa’idah: 64] 


And like: 


‘and the heavens will be rolled up in His 
Right Hand '[az-Zumar: 67]

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And whatever resembles this from the 
Qur’an and Hadith then we do not increase 
upon that, nor do we explain it, and we 
stop where the Qur’an and the Sunnah has 
stopped. 


And we say: ‘The Most Merciful rose 
above the Throne" [Taha: 5] 


And whoever claims other than this then 
he is a Jahmite Negator [of Allah’s 
Attributes]. 


And we do not say what the Khawarij have 
said: that whoever falls into a major sin 
has disbelieved. 


And we do not declare anyone to be a 
disbeliever due to sins. Verily, disbelief is 
in leaving the five that the Messenger of 
Allah & has said: 


“Islam is built upon five: that none has the 
right to be worshipped except Allah and 
that Muhammad is the Messenger of Allah, 
to establish the prayer, to give Zakah, to fast 
Ramadan, to make Hajj to the house.”

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As for three of them, then there is no 
dispute [in the disbelief] of the one who 
abandons them: whoever does not testify 
[the Shahadah], nor does he pray or fast; 
that is because none of these can be 
delayed from their due time, and it is not 
accepted from him if he is purposely 
negligent over its time. 


As for Zakah, then whenever he pays it, 
shall suffice, but he is sinful for [delaying it 
by] holding it back. 


As for Hajj, then upon whoever it becomes 
an obligation, and finds the means, then it 
is binding upon him. And it is not 
obligatory upon him in that year, up until 
there is no option [in delaying it], so 
whenever he performs it then he has 
fulfilled it, and he does not become sinful 
for delaying it like the person who delays 
Zakah. That is because Zakah is a right due 
to the poor Muslims that he has held from, 
so he becomes sinful up until it reaches 
them.

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As for Hajj then it is between him and his 
Lord, if he carries it out then he has 
fulfilled it. 


As for if he passes away and he had the 
means, was able, and never performed 
Hajj he will be asking [Allah] to return him 
to the Dunya so he can perform Hajj. It is 
obligatory upon his family to perform Hajj 
on his behalf, and we hope that it would 
discharge him of it, just like if he owed debt 
and it was taken care of on his behalf after 
his death.

There is no analogy in the 
Sunnah nor is there any metaphorical 
similitudes made for it, nor is it 
comprehended by way of intellects or 
desires, rather by following and leaving off 
desires. 


Similarly, from the binding Sunnah, 
whomsoever abandons a single aspect of 
it, has not accepted it, nor believed in it, 
[and] he is not from its people: 


1- Belief in the Qadr; the good [of it] and 
the bad [of it], and to believe and attest to 
the truthfulness of the hadiths pertaining 
to it. It should not be said: ‘why’ and ‘how’, 
but [rather] it is only to be attested and 
believed.

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Whoever does not know the meaning of a 
hadith and his _ intellect cannot 
comprehend it, then it is sufficient and 
better for him. Upon him is to believe 
and submit to it like the hadith of as- 
Sadiq 21-1125060 and that which is similar 
to it [that has been reported] in the Qadr. 
Also the hadiths [reported] in the sight [of 
Allah in the hereafter]. 


Even if it is uncomfortable to the ears or 
the listener feels repelled and averse [to 
them]. 


All that is upon him is to believe in it and 
that he does not reject a single letter from 
it nor the likes of it [from the] hadiths that 
have been reported from the trustworthy 
narrators. And he should not argue nor 
debate anyone, he should not learn how to 
debate, for verily rhetoric [philosophy] in 
Qadr, the Sight, Qur’an and the likes from 
the Sunan is disliked and prohibited from. 
A person will not be from the people of the 
Sunnah even if some of his rhetoric speech 
coincides with the Sunnah up until he 
abandons argumentation and believes in 
the narrations.

Aisha rejected he ever saw Allah, whereas Ibn Abbas 
affirmed it, but it’s possible to combine between the two as 
occurred in a narration from Ibn Abbas that he specified he saw 
Allah with his heart, whereas Aisha rejected that he saw Allah 
with his eyes. It could also be combined by restricting sight to his 
dream and not whilst being awake with his eyes.

34- Whoever dies from the people of the 
Qiblah as a monotheist, then we pray over 
him, seek forgiveness for him. Seeking 
forgiveness is not prevented from him nor 
do we abandon praying [Janazah] over him 
because of a sin he fall into; whether it is 
small or large, his affair is with Allah dë.

Obeying the leaders and rulers and 
forbiddance of revolting against them 


To obey the Rulers in charge in that which 
is pleasing to Allah and to abstain from 
that which is displeasing to Allah. 


To abandon revolting against the ruler 
when they have transgressed and 
oppressed, and to turn to Allah in 
repentance so that He may show 
compassion through them (i.e., the rulers) 
upon their subjects.

To withhold from declaring the people of 
Qiblah [Muslims] of being disbelievers and 
freeing yourself from them in the newly 
invented affairs they fall into’, as long as they 
have not innovated a misguidance. For 
whomsoever invents a misguidance then he 
has left the people of the Qiblah and has 
deserted the religion”. We seek nearness to 
Allah by freeing ourselves from him, he is 
boycotted and belittled, and his misguidance is 
abandoned. 


For Indeed, He is more contagious than scabies 
infection. 


(26) From disobedience and sins. Also from innovations that make a 
person sinful but does not exit him from Islam. So we free ourselves 
from them but the ties of Islamic brotherhood still encompasses them. 
(27) This is regarding Innovations that are disbelief that removes the 
ties of Islamic brotherhood. Innovations can be split into two 
categories; major and minor. Major innovations that contain disbelief 
which takes a person out of the fold of Islam. Minor innovation that 
does not contain disbelief so he does not exit the fold of Islam. Even 
though both categories are misguidance, the author here 
differentiates between newly invented matters that are sinful and 
newly invented matters that are disbelief. It could also be understood 
from the author that he differentiates between the person of Sunnah 
who falls into an innovation, opposition or the likes and between the 
person who is upon the foundation and principles of the people of 
innovation. The first is corrected, not followed in that error but still a 
person of Sunnah, the second is declared a person of innovation and 
misguidance. Refer to Majmoo’ al-Fataawa by Ibn Taymiyyah 19/191 
and 35/413-414.

We mention the virtue of successor of the 
Messenger of Allah & Abu Bakr as-Siddiq; For 
he is the best of the creation and most virtuous 
after the Prophet #8. Secondly after him is al- 
Farooq; Umar bin al-Khattab; for indeed they 
are the two ministers of the Messenger of Allah 
#8, they both lay next to him [in their graves] 
and are his companions in Jannah. Thirdly is 
Dhun-Noorayn; Uthman bin Affan, then the 
possessor of virtue and piety Ali bin Abi Talib 
- May Allah be pleased with them all. 


Then [after them] the ten that were 
guaranteed paradise by the Messenger of Allah 
#8. And we give each man from amongst them 
our love in accordance with their virtue that 
the Messenger of Allah # has mentioned to us. 
Then after them the rest of the Sahabah - May 
Allah be pleased with them all. 


We mention their virtue, remember their good 
actions, and we abstain from indulging in the 
conflicts that took place between them, for they 
are the best of the people on earth after their 
Prophet #. Allah 8 was pleased with them for 
his Prophet # and created them as supporters 
of His religion. So, they are the leaders of 
guidance, signposts of the Muslims, May Allah be 
pleased with them all.

We do not abandon attending the Jumu’ah 
and praying behind the righteous of this 
Ummah and wretched [from the leaders 
because it] is obligatory, as long they are 
free from innovation, as for if he innovates 
a misguidance then there is no prayer 
behind him. 


Jihad is made with every leader that is just 
or oppressive and likewise Hajj. 


(28) Abandoning praying with the innovator is restricted to: if it is 
possible to perform the prayer with other than him. If he 
continues to pray with him even after being able to pray with 
other than him, then his prayer is still correct with the majority of 
the scholars. Ibn Taymiyyah has mentioned this in Majmoo’ al- 
Fataawa: [Volume 3, page 280-281]. He mentions in summary that 
some of Sahabah prayed behind those whose sins were open like 
Waleed bin ‘Uqbah and behind oppressive rulers like Hajjaj bin 
Yusuf and behind innovators like Ibn Abi ‘Ubayd, who was a caller 
to misguidance. So it is better to pray with someone who is not 
openly sinful nor known to be upon innovation, but if you do pray 
behind them then your prayer is still correct. 

It is also worthy to note that the scholars mention if a Imam of a 
masjid is unknown to you, do not go and ask questions to find out, 
rather you pray behind him without asking about every Imam you 
pray behind, this issue we pointed out at the beginning of this 
footnote is regarding a person you already know to be a caller to 
innovation.. this point has also been mentioned by Ibn Taymiyyah 
— May Allah have mercy upon him.

[The consensus of the heads of guidance 
that have come before in these points and 
conclusion] 


The aforementioned statements and actions 
were agreed upon by the heads of guidance 
and then by the success of Allah, those that 
followed held onto it firmly by emulating them 
and being pleased with it. They stayed away 
from complicating that which they were 
sufficed with, so they were guided aright by 
the aid of Allah and given success. They did not 
turn away from Ittiba’ [following] lest they 
should fall into negligence, nor did they exceed 
it by increasing lest they should fall into 
transgression. So, we put our complete 
dependence in Allah, and upon Him do we 
place our trust and we seek Him in following 
their footsteps.

All of this is major [sins] and prohibited. To be 
cautious in your earnings, food, prohibitions, 
drinks and clothes. Stay away from desires, for 
verily, it calls to embarking upon prohibitions So, 
whoever goes near the borderline, will surely 
almost fall into it. 


So, for whomsoever this has been made easy then 
he is upon guidance from his religion and going 
from mercy to hope. May Allah give us and you 
success to his upright path, with his ever-infinite 
kindness, and with His lofty eminence and 
generosity. May peace be upon those who greet us 
with peace and the peace of Allah will never reach 
the misguided and all praise is due to Allah. 


I conclude this treatise with the praise of Allah and 
by way of His favour, and may the blessings be 
upon Muhammad &, his family, companions, pure 
wives and send continuous peace [upon them]. °’
